SAKPARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT  - V/ATER  SUPPLIES . 

4,529  houses  out  of  a total  of  5)500  are  supplied  with  piped 
water.  The  water  of  the  two  main  reservoirs  is  chlorinated. 

On  the  Cookhill  section  of  the  northern  area,  153  houses  now 
have  a main  supply.  The  main  scheme  for  this  area  began  in 
1956  which  when  completed  will  furnish  nearly  700  houses  with 
piped  water. 

Monthly  samples  from  the  mains  supply  - 80  in  all.  show 
uniformly  satisfactory  results,  but  samples  of  well  water  - I6  in 
all.  were  of  a low  standard.  There  is  no  plumbo  solvency  in  the 
district.
